Applicant's election of Group 1 in Paper No. 5 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP §81 8.03(a)). 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I. in Paper No. 5 is acknowledged. 

Applicants' arguments are acknowledged, but it only includes a statement that 
the burden to examiner is not sufficient without reasons attached.

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characteristics defined by the claims, does not reasonably provide enablement for all 
products having these characteristics. The specification does not enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Applicants' claims 
must be limited to the materials provided for by their disclosure.
